What is imperialism? It fa not 
mere external show, thrones, or 
crowns, or sceptres. It is the 
»,,;,.<, ot" coercion, oi conquest, of 
arbitrary power, of force, of war, of 
national aggrandizement, of mili- 
tary self-seeking, of jingo exploita- 
tion abroad among weaker peoples, 
ruled with no regard for equal 
right, in colonies and remote de- 

-den-cies. 
, To see imperialism full blown 
' one must go to England. At home 
English institutions are free. The 
Cabinet ia a committee of Parlia- 
ment. The King has not a thous- 
andth part of your power and pat- 
ronage. He could not jump a doc- 
tor, even a very skilful and agree 
able one — not even Treves, who 
saved his life— into a major-gen- 
eralship, or even a lieutenancy. 
He cannot appoint a fourth class 
postmaster. He has none of the 
enormous powers over corporations 
which enable you, first, to make 
an inquisition into the secrets of 
every combination of capital ; sec- 
ond, to smash one such combination 
as an example, and, third, to send 
that grand inquisitor Cortelyou, 
who was your own private secre- 
tary and later Cabinet member for 
jfcnierce and corporations, armed 
all his deadly secrets, to pass 
tin contribution box among the 
others. 

The members of your Cabinet a 
your clerks, not your masters. Y< 



trol, directly or indirectly, 200,000 
otllce-holdere, most of whom 1 
their places at your pleasure, 
name the judges who interpret the 
very law you treat with contempt 
or flagrantly violate.

Probably you exercise more actual, 
personal power than any monarch 
on the globe.

jfjfOOO.OOO inhabitants, rules over 
330,000,000 people in in non self- 
governing crown colonies and de- 
pendenciea. The welfare of one- 
quarter of the population of the 
•rlohe is absolutely at the mercy ol 



the governing classes of Great 
Britain. Three hundred million 
people in India, under the compul- 
sion of a quarter of a million sol- 
diers, Ihe and work to furnish offi- 
cial berths to English younger sons 
and profit for English capitalists. 

But England has no written Con- 
stitution. But England has no 
Declaration of Independence. But 
\~r.d i» nut based upon the idea 
of liberty and equality. On the 
contrary, in England everybody is 
a subject of the King — even dunes 
In America we have no subjects — 
we have no room for either sub- 
jects, serfs or slaves. We are free- 
men. Every citizen is a sovereign 
— or was, in theory at least. Eng- 
land is based upon the idea of 
privilege, of birth, of rank — yes. of 
lawmakers not elected by the peo- 
ple, not selected for merit or fit- 
ness, but lawmakers by the mere 
accident of birth — all ideas odious 
to Americans, all representing priv- 
ilege'! classes, all diametrically op- 
posed to true Americanism, all an- 
tagonistic to our own system. 

Besides, only one hour separates 
England from the Continent of Eu- 
rope, whose 100,000,000 people 
have always hated her, and would 
have destroyed her but for her pro- 
tecting iiioat of salt water patrolled 
by a great navy. She depends for 
life upon food brought across the 
ocean, and sea power is the condi- 
tion of existence of her widely 
scattered empire. 

With our own vast continent to 
be developed ; with political and 
business corruption gnawing at oui 
national life: with the gravest so 
cial and political internal problems 
pressing for solution; with the 
foundations of the Constitution un- 
dermined b) lawless unions on 
one side and lawless trusts on the 
other; with law and order and 
prosperity threatened by laboi 
wars, with the yeast of socialism 
and anarchy fermenting in the pub- 
lic mind ; with nine million negroes 
to be educated and fitted into some 
sort of tolerable living relation 
with their white neighbors, you 
propose to divert the nation'i 
thought and energy from the dutiei 
that crowd upon it at home to a ca 
reer of rowdy adventures abroad. 



August Planting 

pinach may be sown the first of 
the month for the late fall crop. 
The difficulty with the seed is to 
get it to germinate if the weather 
is dry, as it often is the latter part 
of summer, as spinach seems to 
need more moisture than most 
seeds. A way to remedy this is to 
make a trench three or four inches 
deep and fill with water. When it 
is empty Ml«g*!n. Then fill the 
tren. h p»rt!y with u.ili, »uw the 
seed and cover with loose soil 
enough to make a good mulch. 

Radishes are now sown for fall 
and winter use. There is usually 
plenty of room in the garden at this 
time of the year and a part of it 
might well be utilized for growing 
a crop of roots that will be highly 
relished next winter. Radishes 
grown the cooler part of the sea- 
son are best. If the ground is dry 
the same treatment as for spinach 
is recommended. 

By sowing kale during the month 
a supply is obtained for late tali 
and winter use. This ia a vegeta 
ble which ia improved by freezing. 
Unfortunately it is liable to be at- 
tacked by the little green lice 
which prey upon cabbage, turnips 
and other members of the "Bras- 
sica" family. 

If the early sown beets were a 
failure it is nut too iate for raising 
a supply. They may be sows as 
late as the middle of the month or 
even Ur»r Qf course ££'•'!> v«ii«- 
ties should be given a good chance 
to grow. The results are some- 
times very satisfactory. After a 
late spring, like the last, the sum-

If that holds good in 
Canada it ought surely to be true 
of the border states this side of the 
line. Yet why should it not be 
■o? The cucumber does best in 
cool weather. Laige growers some- 
times raise the crop between rows 
of corn, the stalks affording a little 
shade through a part of the day. 

For late "greens" the collard 
will be found quite serviceable if 
sown now. It is no more nor less 
than a loose-headed cabbage. In 

atelv called "cabbage greens. 

For a convenient vegetable, one 
that can lie grown in out-of-the- 
way places and in plots of ground 
that can be utilized for no other 
purpose, the flat turnip takes first 
rank. The seed may be sown as 
late as the first of September and 
still be in time to make a fair 
growth of roots. These turnips 
are of small culinary value when 
compared with rutabagas or 
Swedes, for they soon become 
woody after getting their growth, 
but they utilize the ground, serve 
as a cover crop and are good foi 
stock. They may be sown broad- 
cast or in drills. — F. D. W., in Na- 
tional Stockman and Farmer.

The services of the Methodist 
Conferenoe Wednesday morning 
began with a masterly address by 
Bishop A. Coke Smith, of Virginia, 
presiding officer.

One of the moat important ques- 
tions that came before the confer- 
ence yesterday was concerning 
Rev. Julius E. Wright. 

Rev. Wright was transferred to 
the Indian Nation Mission confer- 
ence by Bishop Hendricks last year 
and he presented a written state- 
ment asking for a ruling in the 
conference upon his status. AfUr 
much discussion Bishop Smith 
ruled that his membership was with 
the Indian Nation Mission Confer- 
ence and not here. Rev. Wright 
was a membei of this conference 
for thirty years. 

The Conference decided that he 
would first have to become a mem 
bar or the Indian Mission, and re- 
ceive credentials from the Confer- 
ence transferring him back to the 
lCpnfwjkyCenforcr.ee. Mi. Wright 
was much disappointed over the 
action of the Conference. 

Reports made by the presiding 
elders show four new districts, an 
increase of ten new churches, and 
a number of charges showing that 
the missionary assessments had 
been paid in full this year. Here- 
tofore only 50 to 75 per cent, have 
been paid and the fact that they 
have been in full this year is a 
splendid shewing. 

Another important feature was 
the application of Rev. Simmona, 
Newport, and Rev. E. E. Dawson, 
of Winchester, to become membcis 
of this conference.

ROOSEVELT AND LYNCH LAW 

Senator Bailey Arraigns Presi 
dent lor his Views on Mob 
Violence. 

"If there are among us men who 
ustify the lawless spirit whi h 
sometimes expresses itself in a 
public lynching they could not find 
II the range of Bafllfk liters 
ture a more pointed and complete 
lefence of such conduct than has 
been furnished by the Republican 
he Presidency. 
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he devoted him- 
leasant but less 
pretentious task of writing books 
and in a work which he calls 
Ranch Life and Hunting Trail' he 
thus records his approv al of the 
mob: 

"During the last two or three 
years the stockmen have united to 
put down all these dangerous 
characters, often by the most sum- 
mary exercise of lynch law. Bands 
of horse and cattle thieves have 
been regularly hunted down and 
destroyed in pitched fight by par- 
ties of armed cowboys, and as a 
consequence most of our territory 
is perfectly law abiding.' 

'It is one of the interesting 
oddities of the President's mind 
that he can contemplate with 
equanimity, a country made "per- 
fectly law abiding' by the un- 
authorized aud unlawful warfare 
of the mob against the outlaws. 
The President then adds, as if re- 
lating to a commonplace incident, 
this mild statement: "A little 
over two years ago one committed 
of vigilants in Montana shot and 
hung nearly sixty — not, however, 
with the best judgment in all 
cases. 1 

"In his work, entitled 'Winning 
the West' the President asserts 
that 'good men in such cases band 
themselves together to put down 
ruthiess seventy by the exer- 
.f lynch law the worst offhand, 
iny cases of lynch law which 
come to my knowledge the 
effect has bcon healthful to the 
community.' 

And in another place the Presi- 
dent rather defends the people of 
the border community for lynch- 
ing horse thieves. 

I rejoice to know that what- 
ever may have been done and said 
he Southern States which 
thoughtless men cannot indorse, it 
never happened among us lha'. 
any man with intelligence enough 
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igh to command an election to 
mportant office has ever justi- 
fied lynching as ti punishment for 
theft." — From Senator Bailey's 
speech in Brooklyn.

In making this misstatement the 
party campaign managers have 
hope of gaining favor with the 
farmers, and in some measure 
palliate the effect of vicious legis- 
lation that has brought hardship 
to them. The facts show that the 
farmers' interests were ignored in 
legislative acts offered by Repub- 
licans pretaining to free delivery, 
and that the clause and enact 
ment which resulted in free de- 
livery outside of towns was intro- 
duced by Democrats. 

There was no rural free delivery 
prior to I892. Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker had recommend- 
ed its extension to smaller cities 
and villages, but had not recom- 
mended Iree delivery to the farm- 
ing communities. 

The first suggestion of that kind 
was proposed by the Hon. L. F. 
Livingston, Democratic member 
from the State of Georgia, when 
he offered the folio Afing amend 
ment to the Post Office Appro- 
priation Bill, on June 21, 1892: 

"Amend line 10 page 3, by 
striking out the word '6' and in 



serting the word 8, and also after 
the word 'dollars' in line IU these 
words, provided that .j»aoo|foo.oo 
shall be used for experimental 

free rural delivery cjutsidp 
towns and villages." (See Con- 
gressional Record, 1st Session, 
5 2d Congress, pages 49 >«.) 

That amendment was ruled out 
on a point of order, and othei 
similar amendments offered by 
Democrats met the same fate. 

In the following session of the 
succeeding Congress, February 
I7, 1 S93[an amendment was offer- 
ed by Hon. Thomas E. Watson, 
at that time a Democratic mem- 
ber from the State of Georgia, to 
the Post^Office Appropriation Bill, 
providing that $10,000 be expend- 
ed by the Postmaster General as 

experiment for rural free de- 
livery to the farmers. This being 

Democratic Congress, that 
amendment was adopted, and the 
Bill as amended became a law, 
Mr. Harrison was then President 
and Mr. Wanainakci Postmaster- 
General. The appropriation, 
however, was not used during 
their term of office, nor during the 
first two years under Mr. Cleve- 
land, Democratic Congresses, 
however, continued making ap- 
propriations, and in 1895 $20,000 
was appropriated for this purpose 
and during the fiscal year 1896- 
1897, under Postmaster-General 
Wilson, a Democrat, the first 84 
rural routes were established the 
first route being established in 
Bartholomew county, Indiana, in 
1896. 

In the Record of March 18, 
1904, included in the remarks of 
Hon. C. R. Thomas, of North 
Carolina, will be found a letter 
from Postmaster-General Payne, 
dated February 25. lycu, address- 
ed to 4he Hon. L. P. Livingston, 
House of Representatives, con- 
taining the following:

Like all reforms of that kind in 
the postal service, it began, of 
course in a small way as an ex- 
periment. It was continued as an 
experimental service, the appro- 
priations rapidly increased re- 
ceived in the House always a prac 
tically unanimous Democratic 
vote, and several times the ap- 
propriations were increased upon 
the motion of a Democratic mem- 
ber. Having demonstrated its 
usefullnefs to the farming commu- 
nities, the service was, two years 
ago, placed upon a permanent 
footing.

Trie Yield of Cream. 

In answer to the question "Is 
there cream heavy enough to churn 
a pound of butter to the quart of 
cream?" the New York Farmer re- 
plies: 

It would be an unusual "cream" 
that would y it Id a pound of butl 
to the quart of cream. Usually 
cream" ranges from 18 to 25 per 
cent, of butter-fat, and only in 
special cases does cream contain 
higher percentages of fat. A quHrt 
of cream weighs a little over two 
pounds avoirdupois. A quart of 
18 per-cent. cream contains about 
3«j pound of fat, which at 8. r » 7 per 
cent, would chum out about 4'2 
pounds of butter, or 6.82 ounces. 
It requires about .857 pound oi fat 
to churn a pound of butter, and in

The mint in Philadelphia is the 
ily one in ths United States which 
makes cents and nickels, and there 
will be a record-breaking produc 
tion of these coins from Septeinbei 
to December. The mint will- de- 
vote itself exclusively to this 
age, and, as a result, $25,000,000 
will be turned out each month. In 
the last four montha of t 
the demand for subsidiary coin is 
so «reat that the H00,000,006, it is 
estimated, will be exhausted by 
February.

$117,000,000 in gold has been 
turned out, most of which has been 
forwarded to the Sub-Treasuries.
